Warren Electric Cooperative, 
Inc*, Enters Its Fourth Year of 
Service to Farmers of County 


The W arren Electric Coopera­ 
tive, Inc., Youngsville, this week 
enters its fourth year of supply­ 
ing electric service to farm ers and 
other rural consumers in this area.- 
Citing the progress of the Co-, 
operative since its lines were first 
energized* on 
August 20, 
1940,- 
M anager H. F. Curry recalled th at 
the system had 307 consumers at 
the end of its first month of oper­ 
ation. Today the Cooperative fur­ 
nishes electric service to 501 con­ 
sumers along the 170 miles of dis­ 
tribution lines in W arren and Brie 
counties. • 
Farm members of the Coopera­ 
tive have come to depend more 
and more on electric equipment to 
save labor and increase produc­ 
tion of such vital foods as milk, 
eggs, poultry and meats, Mr. Curry 
said. 
The 326 farm s served by 
the Cooperative consumed an aver­ 
age of 94 kilow att hours in June 
as .compared with 
74 .kilow att 
hours a year ago. 
The Cooperative encourages its 
members, to make the best possible 
use of existing electrical equip­ 
m ent'and to build home-made de­ 
vices, Mr. Curry said. 
The Co­ 
operative has plans for several 
home-made 
devices, 
such 
as 
a 
chick brooder and fruit and veget­ 
able dehydrator which requires few 
critical materials. 
Many of the 
electric devices saving a substan­ 
tial amount of labor are in the 
farm homes, including w ater sys­ 
tems, washing machines, ranges, 
refrigerators, and irons. 
The W ar Production Board’s lib­ 
eralized service connection order 
has made it possible for the Co­ 
operative to supply electricity to 
many new farm s engaged in live­ 
stock, dairy and poultry produc­ 
tion, 
according 
to 
Mr. 
Curry. 
Service has been extended to 21 
farm s under the order so far. 


Farm s eligible for such service are 
near present lines of the Cooper- i 
ativr. 
They must meet certain 
minimum producion requirements 
and use one or more specified elec­ 
tric devices such as w ater pump 
for 
livestock, 
milking 
machine, | 
milk 
cooler, 
incubator, 
feed j 
grinder. 
Tho Cooperative’s program got 
undor way on September 8, 1939, 1 
when tile REA allocated $187,000 
of its first loan to the system. Con­ 
struction started afer a contract 
had been let on January 4, 1940, 
for the building of 161 miles of line 
a t a cost of $119,343. 
REA has 
advanced the Cooperative a total 
of $168,142.14 on its construction 
allotments as of June 30, 1943.
